Commission hears audit report 


BELLE GLADE-The City Com- 
mission called off an audit of the 
Department of Community Devel- 
opment, Monday after a West 
Palm Beach accounting firtmfound 
discrepancies amounting to 
$16,636 over ‘less than six months 
of 1977. ^ 

The audit was begun last year 
after several discrepancies in pur- 
chasing, dating back to.the time 
George Gartner was director of the 
department, had been uncovered 
by city staff members. 

Gartner was charged with grand 
larceny in December in the wake of' 
a state attorney's investigation 
triggered when several irregulari- 
ties in purchasing were found by 
city employes and subsequently 
turned over to the state attorney's 
office. 

The city, commission decided 
later that month to have the audit 
performed to determine how wide- 
spread the discrepencies were and 
the firm ‘of Nowlen, Lynch and 
Stewart was commissioned to 
perform $950 worth of work to get 
some idea of how much would have 
to be spent for a complete line by 
line audit. 

City Manager Robert R, Sanders 
told the commissioners the ac- 
countants had come across three 
items which were previously un- 
known, as well as finding that, 


“payments to American Express 
were poorly. documented." M 

Sanders said an American Ex- 
press credit card was made out in 
Gartner's name;-with Community 
Development picking up the tab. 
He sajd there was a possibility the 
card account had been padded, 
possibly by as much as $2,000 over 
several months. 

All the discrepancies found by 


city staffers and the accounting 
firm were in the form of checks 
made out between Jan..14, 1977 
through June 9, 1977. The checks

For the past few weeks, we've 
been working on a story on 
conimercial fishing in Lake Okee- 
chobee and its impact on the fish 
and fishing. 

A few clear observations are 
coming out of the story, which will 
appear next week. 

First of all, the impact on the 
economy is considerable. Esti- 
mates of an additional 340 fisher- 
men since the Lake Okeechobee 
Fisheries Utilization and Manage- 
ment Program started are reason- 
able and may be on the low side. 
This means that many new families 
have moved into the lake area or 
are making a living from the lake. 

The Belle Glade-Pahokee area 
contains its fair share of these 
fishermen, as evidenced by the 
numbers of boats in both cities' 
marinas. 

In the first year, $5 million was 
realized in the sale of fish alone. 
This does not include what fisher- 
pes spent for gas, oil and general 

IV] 

Ons of the most important facts 
is that growth and age studies 
have shown the average size of 
speckled perch in a selected age 
group is an inch longer than in the 
same group before the program 
began. This means, according to 
biologist Lothian Ager, that the 
fish are growing at a faster rate 
and reaching  "catchable" size 
earlier. 

But into each life, some rain 
must fall and it's been falling in 
commercial fishing's program, too. 

Biologists set up "minimum" 
harvest goals of different species 
for the program and some have 
been exceeded while others are far 
short. - 

Most notable of those exceeded 
is the harvest of specks, which is 
twice the minimum recommended. 
Ager said he didn't know what the 
maximum would be and apparently 
this is no cause for alarm. 

On the short side, gizzard shad 
have not been harvested anywhere 
near what the minimum recom- 
mendation:is. [n fact, about a tenth 
as many as recommended have 
been removed. 

Economics dictate what the 
fishermen do and so far, there are 
problems in bringing caught fish to 
Shore. .Disposal is the biggest 
problem and while there is some 
market for trash fish, about 60% 
wind up in sanftary landfills. 
Trouble is, many of these landfills 
are closed when the fishermen 
bring their catches ashore and 
there's nowhere to dump them. 


- One fishermen hinted that’ thou- 


sands of pounds of trash fish are. 
being dumped back into the lake 

contrary to rules and regulations 

because of this problem. He said he 

felt fishermen would abide by the 

rules if they have a place to dump 

the fish they are obligated to bring 

ashore. 

While commercial fishing is 
important, it is almost insignifant 
in view of the economic impact of 
sportsfishing on the lake. If you 
don't believe it, take a look at the 
thousands of “snowbirds” who 
come to the lake to fish during the. 
winter, not to mention all the 
others who come over for a day’s 
fishing from the coast and else- 
where. 


Ager is stil convinced -the

notes millions of pounds of fish that 
were goihg to "waste" are now 
being. utilized and that by their 
removal, other fish have room to 
grow larger and more heelthy. 
Many of the problems that first 
cropped up in the program have 
been resolved.

Without a draft by the Palm Beach County Charter 
Commission, or even a final report from a single one of its 
seven committees, the charter expected to go before the 
voters in November is already beginning to pick up 
opposition.

The form of the proposal could range all the way from 
Miami-Dade's Metro system through the consolodiated forin 
of government in Jacksonville-Duval County to the more 
conservative form adopted by Volusia County. 

It could be good, bad or indifferent. It could abolish all 
elective offices except for county commissioners, retain all of 
them or eliminate some and keep others. 


Or, as pointed out Monday by Belle Glade Attorney 
John Baker, ‘who chairs the Central Services ittee, the 
committees could drag out their jobs so long a dyaft charter 


won't even be ready in time for the election.

Vital water plan 


Many of you know something about ''208' but others 
don't. I want to bring you up-to-date on efforts in this county. 

To reduce nonpoint pollution sources coming from 
agricultural runoff, urban streets, construction sites, etc. 
**208"’ plans are being developed across thenation. The goal 
is to make all waters ‘‘swimmable and fishable'' by 1983. At 
this point the 1983'date looks unrealistic, but it is still the 
target date. 

In early 1976 Palm Beach County received almost $1 
million to develop a plan within two years that could be 
implemented to reduce nonpoint pollution. This plan was to 
be ''the people's plan". There was to be a great deal of 
public involvement and input so that the final plan'would be 
acceptable to the public in genéral, yet réduce pollution. 

Policy, technical and citizens advisory committees were 
appointed. I worked close with the planning group to see 
that agriculture was represented. A number of people in 
agriculture were appointed to these committees. I was 
appointed to the technical advisory committee and have 
attempted to make sure agricultural aspects of the plan were 
given proper consideration. 

The reason for my concern was that agricultural operations 
were. being given the most consideration as pollution 
sources. I can report.to date that all considerations about 
agriculture have been fair. ‘Collection of background 
information on agriculture has been enhanced by the help of 
growers, the Extension office and other concérned with 
agriculture. Without good information and a very good 
understanding of ‘agricultural practices there was no way 
agriculture could be looked at and not be harmed. 

What all this ‘'208’’ plan is going to do is probably 
ultimately change some of our production practices in a 
manner that will reduce pollution. Since day one I have had 
very strong convictions that any-proposed changes must be 
something that won't put producers out of business. This i is 
my primary concern. 

This planning process is to go on ''forever'' and the plan 
will be continuously updated. -So this isn't something that- 
will go away if we ignore it. 

The plan will. be finished in early '78. Any. 
recommendations {for changes in agricultural practices will 
be handled on an experimental basis. It will be tried on a 
very „small, scale to see if it is practical before being 
implemented on a larger scale. We in the Extension Service 
and also the Soil Conservation Service personnel are doing 
our best to make sure planners are aware of what is 
reasonable for agriculture. These next 4-5 months are going 
to be critical and I may be calling on some of you ES
